I submit herein a report on Kitkatla 
Indian Day School as requested in your hetter 
of May lo. 


The building was erected about 50 years 
ago and is in an unsuitable locality, being among 
ine Indian houses and too near the bgach. It does 
not now present a very good appearance as the roof 
is covered with lichen, which it would not ve advisable 
to move as leaks may develop. The outside walls are 
weather worn anda number of boards are missing around 
the base. Three of the foundation posts need 
renewing. The insid- walls are dark and dingy. 


If it is the intention of the Department to 
build a new school in the near future, I recommend 
that only the minimum and necessary repairs be made 
this year, wich are as followss 


Repairs to windows. 


10 panes glass 14 x 22 
5 lbs. putty 
putty knife 
lavour (approx.) 
Repairs to ridgeboard. 


100 ft.lumper 1 x 6 
labour 
Repairs to foundation. 


3 posts including labour 
Repairs to toilets. 


12 pes. lumber 6'xl"x12" 
4 lbs nails. 
labour erecting partition. 


Freight on material. 
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If, however, it is foreseen that a new 
school is not likely to be built for a number of 
years, extensive repairs should be made next year. 
This would mean reshingling the roof, painting the 
walls inside and out and clearing up the surroundings 
at an approximate cost of 3400.00. I will piace 
such an item in the estimates for 1941-42.

I refer to Mr. Indien Arent fnfield's letter dated 
August 30th, 1947, in which he proposes the purchase of 4 
building of loxstave construction at rrince RuversS for use 
et Kitkatla for sehool purposes. There has been considersble 
correspondence on the need for further accommodation at the 
point, end in Fepruary of this yesr, when I visited the school. 
I noted that it was impossible to mmodete ell of the pupils, 
the beginners end Grade I pupils being excluded. ) 
improbable that this need can be met by ordinsry methods for 
some time, end the use of this building will relieve the 
situation for 4 considerable period. In 4 report dated July 2nd, 
1946, Mr. Anfield stated that there were 75 ehildren of school 
age who should be accommodated in the Day School in the 1946-47 
acedemic year. He also stated in the seme report that the 
foundetion of the present sehool was in fair condition. This 
puilding could be used to accommodate # third cless if necessary. 


Mr. J.M. Nardle, Director of the Surveys end Engineering 
Brench, in a report dated November 10th, 1946, on similer 
buildines at the Port Herdy Camp, stated that it was prectical 
to transport these buildings within 8 radius of sixty miles. 
The distance from Prince Rupert to Kitkatla is well within this 
limit. 


The estimate of $4000. for this work seems to be rather 
sme@ll, but the use of the building would represent 9 coneider- 
able savings over new construction, which, under the present 
condition of shortages, is impossible. 


Although no funds heve been allocsted for this work, it 
might be possible to divert some of the money intended for the 
construction of the new school at Hazelton, which cannot be 
undertaken this year. 


I recommend that the purchase of this building be authorised 
subject to ©. Anfield securing the services of 4 contractor to 
dismantle, trensport and re-erect the buildine at Kitketla.

It will not be possible to paint the interior 
of this building until it is thoroughly dried as the job 
was done during the wettest part of the winter and all 
materials conveyed to Kitkatla on an open soow and piled 
adjacent to the site during some of the worst storms we 
have had for many years. As a result of the weather, 
the gypree lining dampened comsiderably as did other mat- 
erial and it is inadvisable to paint the interior for some 
weeks to come.

T have to refer to your letter of December 30th 
and previous correspondence in connection with the contract 
2sovering the purchase, removal and re-erection of a 76 x 24 
loxstave building at Kitkatla for school purposes. Your 
voucher in favour of the North west Construction Company is 
returned herewith as the account does not conform with the 
construction Company's contract, and although I realize the 
Company is not in any way to blame and the necessity for 
Gelaying payment of their account is regretted, I feel that 
it would be advisable for Messrs. Spies and Mackling to make 
an adsustment with the Northwest Construction Company in 
connection with insulation costs. 


I also feel that wessrs. Soies and mackling should 
make an adjustment with the Northwest Construction Company 
for the ad itional materials required ane supplied to 
increase the length of tie loxstave builsing from 60 feet 
to 76 feet. We are in @ position to take a firm stand insofar 
as Messrs. Spies and wackling are concerned as the building 
supplied was not in accordance with their tender, being 16 
feet short and not a standard loxstave. It would not be 
unreasonable to require Spies and Mackling to reduce the 
amount of their bid to us by $741.67, being the cost of 
additional materials supplied by the Construction Company, 
and the difference between the cost of second hand insulation 
material and new material, $310.00. We could then make a 
reasonable settlement witn the Northwest Construction Ltd., 
but if this proposal is not satisfactory to Spies and Mackling 
they can make their own adfustment with the Construction Co., 
and both comnanies should be required to give written evidence 
of satisfaction with respect to any agreement reached. In 
your further report you might advise what action was taken to 
ensure that the puilding supplied by the Company was the one 
originally agreed upon.

This account is in order for payment, with the follow- 
ing explanations: 


An item of $30.00 was included in the estimate for 
purchase of used insulation for this building. When we 
came to get it, the insulation had been sold and rather than 
delay the job t instructed the North West Construction Company 
to buy it and proceed. This was done at a cost of $390.00. 
To help meet the cost of this material I arranged for Indians 
to tow the scowload of material for the building to Kitkatla 
and the North ‘vest Company allowed a credit of $200.00 for 
this service. This leaves a sum of $190.00, which is charge- 
able to the total Vote of $4,266.00 for this school. I intend 
to debit the account of Spies and Nackling for part of this 
sum as they agreed to see that the used insulation was avail- 
able. 


I went over this building at Kitkatla yesterday and 
having in mind the difficulties of construction, believe that 
we have a strong and warm building which will fully meet the 
needs of the school for some time to come. I arranged for the 
moving of desks and equipment into the new building in which we 
have put a temporary stove to dry it out. The blackboard and 
a new stove will be shipped out as soon as present stormy 
weather abates. I would antitipate that school could start

I have to refer to your letter of December 30th 
and previous correspondence in connection with the contract 
covering the purchase removal and re-erection of a 76 x 2h 
loxstave building at Kitkatla for school purposes. Your 
voucher in favour of the North west Construction Company 
4s returned herewith as the account does not conform with the 
construction Company's contract, and although I realize the 
Company is not in any way to blame and the necessity for it 
would be advisable for Messrs. 3pies and Mackling to make 
an adjustment with the Northwest Construction Company in con- 
nection with insulation costs. 


I also feel that Messrs. Spies and Mackling should 
make an adjustment with the Northwest Construction Company 
for the additional materials required and supplied to in- 
crease the length of the loxstave pbuilding from 60 feet to 
76 feet. Wwe are in ea position to take a firm stand insofar 
as Messrs. Spies and Macking are concerned as the building 
supplied was not in accordance with their tender, being 15 
feet short and not a standard loxstave.

Though for nearly & quarter of a century 
among these people, I have not early enough made use of tre 
experience that instead of coaxing, had I made the dictum:- 

*you must not get upon the New Kitsegukla Reserve, it is 
*forbidden ground," the result would have been 46 by magic 
in the perverse order, and would have had them crawling 
there over night. This can be instanced in the case of 
Andimaul becoming established. Trere, about 14 years ago 
I discouraged the Indians all I could. So soon as they 
neard of my leaving for 4 visit to Fort St. James, the 
people of Old Kitsegukia took down as many as a dozen nous- 
es, and rafted them thither, even at night, and Andimaul 
had become, with others of Kitwanga and Kitwankool joining, 
a fixture upon my return. I incline to the opinion that 
upon garden produce becoming more of steady demand, the 
worthless land about the old village will in the near fut- 
ure become, in toto, exchanged for the fertile soi. of the 
new settlement.

I believe that it would be well for the 
Indian Affairs Branch to inform the teacher at 
Kitseeukla, the Rev. Bishop Black, B.A., that unless 
he can improve greatly the standing of his school 
durine the present academic year, it may be 
necessary to request the United Church to make a 
change of teachers as from September 1939, or 
September 1940. 


Mr. Black is of course the United Church 
Missionary at this village. The fact that he has @ 
B.A. and took his training in the University Teacher 
Trainine Course in no way fits him for the elementary 
work of this school. He mi sht be suitable as 4 High 
School teacher, but I very much doubt that he will 
ever make a success of elementary school work either 
{in a Provincial or an Indian school.

The recorés here indicate that the 
attendance of pupils at Indian day schools during 
the month of September has never been satisfactory 
at any time in recent years. This condition exists 
on sueh Lerze reserves as tyen¢inega and tx ‘ations 
in Ontario and exists also in outlying districts 
throughout the Pominion. Indian avents have from 
time to time sought to exnlein that the nomadic 
habits of the Indians, berry-piciing, fishinz, the 
hervestinz of potatoes both tn Caneda and the ‘United 
States and gzenerel farm work at thet particular 
season of the year have all contributed to lack of 
attendance at our schools. 


when the work of this “ranch was cere-

by our Branch, announced that the public schools of 
Ontario would remain closed until the first teaching 
day in October.

schools in the droucht-stricken regions of western 
Canada have been operating on a 9 month rather than 

a 10 month besis for a nunter of years. Indeed, it 
can be stated that es number of these schools have 
been operating on an 3 month basis. In other words, 
the taxpayers of Canada have been p'oviding the funds 
to keep Indian day anc residential schools in operation 
on a 10 month basis while many of their orn schools 
were operating, annually, on an % and 9 month basis. 


Our scrools in British Columbia are 
inspected from time to time by an Inspector ho is an 
employee of this Branch. This Inspector, in his recent 
reports, hes expressed the opinion that it {1s quite 
possible for a pupil to complete the annual course of 
study in a 9 month period, provided the attendance of 
the pupil is regular and not {interrupted by sickness. 


The decision to operate Indian schools 
for the shorter period was reached efter very carefvl 
consiferation had been given to the matter, ané fT am not 
at all hopeful that this pc riod will be extended at any 
time in the imnediate future. lo provision for the 
operation of Indian day schools on a 10 ronth basis hes 
been made in the 1941-42 estimates.

The residents of the village of Kitsegukla 
deeply regret that the Department of Indian Affairs 
closed the school for three months in the summer of 
1940 and urgently request that this meeting of the 
Prince Rupert Presbytery of the United Church pass 
a resolution strongly urging that the school be kept 
open for ten months during the year 1941, for the 
following reasons:- 


1. All Provincial schools for white children 
at which schools Indian children whose parents 
ate taxpayers and residents may attend, are 
open for ten months each year. 


The handicap of language requires that 
the Indian children should have at least as much 
time in school each year as the white children, 
especially as they follow mainly the same course 
of study. 


The school is the main force in the 
community for building Canadians, and Canada has 
no more loyal subjects than the Indians. 


The break of three months is too long to 
keep apart children, parents and teachers. 


The reduction of the teacher's salary 
by one tenth means that good teachers will not 
remain in the schools - in fact they will not 
consider even coming to the schools. Indian 
schools require good teachers and they should 
be encouraged to teach and remain in these 
schools.

The teacher, Mr. Argue - who has resigned from the 
position - is, I believe, 66 years of age, and really too old 
for teaching children. A younger person with longer teaching 
experience would carry out the duties more adequately. The 
Indians of this village are, on the whole, above average and 
need a sincere, strong-minded man to teach and lead them.

this wintcr this was found to be too cold for the children, and the 
teacher moved his school work into @ room 0: & building which he occu- 
ried as his residence, which of course is not by any means Satisfactory. 


The Indians themselves are movine in the matter and have now 
come to me with a definite proposition over the sirnature of seventeen 
of the leading Indians of the Band to the efvect that if the Depart. 
ment will pay .500.00 towards it, they will themselves provide the 
balance of material and labour and erect a school, 


It appears to me that this is a Very favorable offer and I 
would recommend its acceptance by the Department. . 


If this offer is approved by the Department , and we could de 
80 advised without delay , the Indians would still have time to get 
out logs to their little sawemill so that the lumber coule be out this 
Spring , and the buildine erected during the summer . I would like 
to see this done , and would appreciate an early reply.so that

Mr. Acting Ag6nt Wrinch now informs the Department 
that the Indians themselves have come to him with a definite 
proposition over the signatures of seventeen of the leading 
indians of the band to the effect that, if the Department will 
provide $500.00 towards a new building, they will themselves 
provide the balance of the material and the labour to erect 
the building. The Acting Agent estates that he considers this 
a very favourable offer and recommends it for acceptance and 
requests to be advised without delay, in order that the indians 
will have time to get out logs to their eaw-mill so that the 
lumber could be cut this spring and the building erected during 
the coming summer.

Referring to the claim of Arthur 
MoDames, an Indian of the Kitsecukla Band, for 
payment for lumber supplied by him some years’ 
ago and used for building a covered-in verandah 
in front of the Kitsegukla Indian Day School - 
which matter you brought to my attention during 
your last visit - I have to say that the local 
Indian Agent reporte thie lumber was ordered by 
the teacher without authority and he inforned the 
Indian that, if the Churoh authorities did not 
pay for it, he would try and get the Indian Depart- 
ment to do so. The Agent reports that, upon 
repeated application by MoDames for reimbursement, 
he has arranged to supply regular monthly relief 
in lieu of pay for material. The Agent reports 
that MoDames readily consented to accept relief 
and has been issued with same for some time. 
Thie, therefore, disposes of any claim which Ho- 
Dames has for payment for the material supplied 
by hin.

MeDames of Kitsegukla Reserve. 


In reply to your letter of April 4th, No. 

151-155, dealing with a $50.00 claim for materials 
supplied by Arthur McDames of Kitsegukla, I respect- 
fully beg to state that I have had this matter under 
investigation for some considerable time and I am of 
opinion that McDames did supply lumber on January 3rd 
1921 to Mr. Ee As Orchard, teacher of the Kitsegukla 
Indian Day School at that time. Lumber, which was 
supplied, was used for building a shed, in the nature 
of a large covered-in verandah, in front of the Day 
School at Kitsegukla. Investigations go to show 
that Mr. Orchard had ordered the lumber without any 
authority but had informed the Indian that, if the 
Church Mission did not pay for it, he would try and 
get the Indian Departuent to do so. Apparently no 
further action was taken in the matter by Mr. Orchard 

- and there is no data in this office concerning the 
erection of this porch. 

,Repeated applications have been made to me 
by NcDamesfor re-imbursement and after due consider~- 
ation, and finding this Indian - who is a married man 
and a cripple - in reduced circumstances, I have made 
arrangements to give him the regular monthly relief 
in lieu of pay or material. He readily consented 
to take relief and has been issued with same for

I have your letter of the 13th instant, regard- 
ing the painting required to the Indian day school and 
teacher's residence at Kitsecukla. 


In reply I have to say that the Department will 
approve of you arranging to have this work carried out 
during the coming swamer. The exterior of the buildings 
should be given two coste of a good grade of paint = you to 
select the colours and trim. You should arranze for the 
purchase of the paint from a firm on the list to receive 
consideration, in accordance with departmental instructions. 
Indian labour should be engaged to do the work, sn‘ you 
should see that competent Indians sre employed. The cost 
of both the material and labour should be kept as low a’ 
possible. The Devartment will leave the matter of the 
painting of these buildines in your hands to make the 
beet arrenzemente you can, having in view the carrying out 
of a satiefsctory job, end st the lowest possible cost. 

You should arrange in due time for the purchase and 
forwarding of the paint and for the engaging of Indians 
to do the work, 


After the work hae been completed, you should 
forward itemized accounts, in triplicate, properly 
certified, coverinc the cost of the peint, oil, etc. 
used, and also vouchers, in triplicate, property certified, 
in payment of the labour.

Teacher's Residence at Kitseguxkla. 


I respectfully beg to reply to your letter 
of November 9th, 1931, No. 151*15-5, dealing witn the 
matter of the above mentioned unpainted buildings at 
Kitsegukla. 

During my recent visit to tne village I 
examined these buildings and 1 am of opinion that 
they should be painted this summer, altnough it is 
quite possible that the buildings would not be in_the 
least damaged by waiting another year. The cost of 
paint would be $4.25 per gallon but I cannot say what 
quantity will be needed as tne buildings have never 
yet veen painted. Indian labour could be utilized 
at $2.50 per day. 

Owing to the last winter being long and 
severe no painting could have heen done earlier than 
the present month and even now the weatuer is rather 
cold for painting. The Kitsegukla village is 
practically isolated from early December to early 
May, therefore you can readily see the reason for 
delay in this report.

It is hard to estimate what the whole of the above 
reconstruction of the school would cost, but I consider 
that the sum of $750.00 should be inserted in the Estimates 
for the fiscal year 1938-39 to cover the material and work, 
I have informed the Acting Indian Agent that I could not 
recommend this work this year as it is not as urgent as 
that. 


I do however consider that a la heater of the 
circulatory pattern should be placed in this school this 
summer in time for school opening in September. The cost 
of a large enough heater of this kind would be around $60.00 
and it could of course be used in the reconstructed school 
should my suggestion be carried out later,

In reply to your letter of January 1lth and previous 
correspondence I wish to advise vou thet I have investigated the 
time of 360 hours taken in painting both the inside and outside 
of the Kitsegukla school and I am certain no time was wasted in 
doing this work. The Indian concerned informs me thst on soveral 
occasions he stayed ur to half an hour longer in order to finish 
the part he was doing, but never charged extra time. I also 
figured out the time I considered it should have taken and there 
was not more than © hours difference. I wish to emphasize the 
fact that only .40¢ per hour was the wage arreed upon. This 
price is not more than half that paid for such work. 


Besides the painting there were four blackboards badly 
cracked. These were taken down, the usable portions cut and 
four small but perfectly good blackboards framed and put up. 
Two other new blackboards were framed and also put up. 


arrangements were made for the work to be done on 
September 7th 1943 and five visits were made while the work was 
in progress. 


I am enclosing a voucher with attached accounts for the 
painting and shingling the roof of the school, together with an 
account for the material not previously submitted.

With reference to your letter of July 22nd, 1943, 
authorizing an expenditure of $250.00 for repairs to the 
Kitsegukle Indian Day School, I beg to enclose herewith Babine 
Agency Voucher No. 319 for $177.60 covering labour charges in 
this connection and Voucher No. 320 for ¥6.00 covering the 
supply of roofing tacks. I also enclose copy of Mr. Indian 
Agent Mallinson's letters of December 14th and December 17th, 
wherein it will be noted thet the total of the above-mentioned 
vouchers and others previously submitted exceeds the amount 
authorized by $99.74. 


The actual cost of labour in excess of the estimated 
cost is largely responsible for the overexpenditure, and, 
although the rate per day is low, the time spent on the project 
would appear to be excessive. 


However, as the project is now completed and Mr. Indian 
Agent Mallinson is satisfied with the work done, there would

At intervals from as far back as 1905 an Indian 
day school has been conducted in the Kitselas (New Town) 
Indian Village, Babine Agency, This reserve has a popu- 
lation of 79 and the census returns show a school popu- 
lation of 15. The school has not been in operation since 
the New Year, but Mr. Edgar, the Missionary teacher appointed 
by the Methodist Ohurch, conducted a school from May to 
December, 1911, His average attendance during that 
period was as follows:- 

May and June average 

August and september 

Octover 

November 12 

December 14 
Te school is conducted in the church, which was built by 
the Indians, ‘The Agent, Mr. Loring, reports in favour of 


the Department recognizing this school and paying a grant 
towards 
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towards the salary of the teacher and the Indians then- 
selves have asked for the establishment of the school. 

In view of the number of children of school 
age and the fact that a teacher who is well spoken of 
by the Rev. Mr. Ferrier, superintendent of Methodist 
Indian schools, is available, I would recommend that this 
school be allowed a grant of $300.00 per annum and that 
the necessary stationery be forwarded to the teacher, 

Plans for a school<house were submitted some- 
time ago by the Agent, who was informed that the Depart- 
ment was not prepared to consider the matter at that time, 
but, should the attendance be satisfactory, the question 
of puilding a school Wadd be dealt with next year.

Your letter of the 20th, March to hand, 
As I informed you at Prince Rupert, we have not opened school 
at Kitselas ( Ne w Town ) since the New Year, 

There are eighteen children of school 
age in the village here, There is a population of eighty 
on the Reserve. My work consists chiefly of preaching and 
al so assisting all I can as Chairman of the Village 
Committee. We have church services on Sunday at 11.00 ai. 
4.00 pm, and 7.00 pam., also on Tuesdays and Fridays at 
730. The school certainly ought to be opened with the 
least possible delay. It is shameful the way we have been 
held up in this important part of our work. When we came to 
New Town at the end of May 1911 we found no equipment whatever 
to carry on our work, save an old register and four or five 
badly torn readers, 2nd Primers. There were no slates 
or any other material. I wrote to the chairman of the 
District and also to Mr Green, School Inspector, about supplies. 
We opened school and did our best without help until the end of 
June, when school closed for the holidays, and I was down 


at the mouth of the Skeena preaching the Gospel at the 
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Canneries .The schol was re-opened after the holidays on 
August 29th, (Friday) by Bro. Deans, I got up in September 
ard relievedhim. No supplies had come. I received a 
schedule from Mr Raley to fill in, showing what our needs 
were, T his was attended to at once,, and forwarded at once 
to Indian Agent Loring at Hazleton. He told me that he 
had sent my request to Ottawa and that books and other things 
would goon ve here, Handicapped as we were, we continued 
to teach school up until Christmas, We had written to 
Mr Loring several times, amd also to Mr Raley, explaining 
the dif@@ iculty we were in, trying to nold the children 
and i nstruct them without books. Mr Loring assured us 
the books would be here an, time, and we postponed opening 
school until these arrived. So far we have seen no sign of them 
and have lost practically three months work, Had a letter 
from M r Loring last week and he tells me now that he has been 
in touch with the Department @& Ottawa and hoped to have my 
supplies here soon. In February I visited him at Hazleton 
and whilethere he promised he would do his best to get 4 grant 
for the school house at New Town, The scnool is at present held 
in the church, which was built entirely by the peple, save 
for a prant of $100 90 from the Missonary Society, and the 
Government has not spent a penny on buildings here, The old 
church was burned down somenige years ago, Whether that was sue 
built with the assistance of the Government we do not know. 
The peple would very much like a school house, so the ehurch 


would be kept for the regular services only. The children

do not give the chairs the best sort of treatment. But 
at present what we do need and must have if our work is to go on 
is books and slates as we asked for in that schedule, I think 
t his puts au r position clearly,-

The number of children attending this school is come 
paritively small, the averarce attendance for the month 
being only 8.5. Indian parents have, on several oc- 
casiéns, made complaints against the teacher, Mr. 
MeKinnon, but these have proved on investigation to 
be of ea most trivial nature, It has, nevertheless, 
resulted in a certain amount of indifference on the 
part of the Indians as to whether their ehildren 
attend school or not. Personally I have always 

found Mr. McKinnon very painsetaking in his work. 

Ne doubt he has to put up with a great many disad- 
vahtages - especially since the school was burnt 

down - as the use of the Indian church has not proved 
satisfactory.

Deer Mr. Sutherland: Re Kitselas Indian Day School 


I have your letter of September 10th 
acknowledging my communication concerning Miss Marjorie 
Kenny. I have just received word at the last moment 
that Miss Kenny got an Opportunity to go to a white school 
and passed up the Opportunity to teach at Kitselas. Her 
father, as you know, is a member of the Provincial Parliament 
for that riding and put a good deal of pressure on our 
Superintendent in British Columbia to get her appointed. 


As they had only two days in which to 
find a teacher in time for the Opening of school they sent 
in Mr. Reginald Kelly, son of Rev. Peter Kelly who is well 
known in the Department. Reginald hasI understand 
completed two years in Arts and hes a first class certificate 
from the Vancouver Normal. I hope the Department will be 
able to agree to his appointment for at least one year. He 
has made a fine impression on our people in Vancouver 
during the last two years and it may be that in him both 
the Department and the Church will get some reward for the 
large expenditure which has been made on the Kelly Family.

Sir: 


I beg to inform the vepartment of the resignation of 
mr. dewson as teacher of the Kitselas Day School. whe nev. 
vr. usterhout, Superintendent of Indian missions of the 
United Church, has written nominating Miss Marjorie Kenny, 
and I quote, as follows, from his letter: 


"Since conversing with you recently about the Vanars- 
dol school and the work of Mr. Hewson as teacher there, I 
have returned home to find that Mr. Hewson has accepted a 
position offered by the School Board of Terrace, giving us 
scarcely two weeks to find @ successor. It goes without 
saying that we are very disappointed over this change in 
the situation as, with yourself,we felt that the Newsons 
were giving very fine service among the Kitselas people. 


An application has come from Miss Marjorie Kenny, a 
daughter of Mr. E, IT. Kenny Bsq., Me. Le Ae, of Terrace and 
although she is but 18 years of age and quite inexperienced 
we feel that perhaps her appointment for one year would be 
the best arrangement under the circumstances, Her youth is 
a decided objection but being of a representative family 
well known to the Indians and so near at home also, the age 
question may not be so much stressed in her case. She states 
that suitable boarding arrangements can be made and I pre- 
sume she will be able to get home occasionally for the week- 
end. The reason why the "one year" appointment is stressed 
is because we feel strongly that a married male teacher is 
decidedly better for such a school, a male leader being much 
more acceptible to the Indians and the home of such being 
a decided advantage to the community as a social and reli- 
gious centre. It will be our avowed aim to secure such a 
teacher for next year." 
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I am not in favour of the appointment as Kitselas is 
not @ suitable place for a young girl without experience, 
However, the appointment is to be for one year only, and 
I hope when the next appointment is made 41t will be poss- 
ible to obtain the services of a married man or older per- 
son with experience. In view of the fact that the time 
is short and schools re-open this week, I would endorse 
the nomination.

As you were informed in official letter of September 
12th in reply to yours of September 10th, Mr. Reginald Kelly has 
deen appointed teacher of the Kitselas Indian Day School and the 
Indian Agent advises that he has begun duties. 


In the second paragra of your letter of the 10th 
ultimo, you mentioned the qualifications which Mr. Kelly had 
informed you he possessed. It is found, however, that Mr. 
Kelly is not as highly qualified as he advised you and, for 
your information, quote the following information received 
from Inspector G. H. Barrys- 


“Mr. Kelly was educated in the Nanaimo High 
School and later went to the Vancouver Normal 
School for his professional training. It was 
necessary for him to write certain Supplementary 
Examinations before he could be granted any sort 
of certificate valid in the B. C. Elementary 
Schools. Mr. Kelly tells me that he has this 
week received information from Victoria that he 
has been successful in the above mentioned 
Supplementary Tests. He is now applying to the 
Registrar of the Department of Education in 
Victoria for his Second Class Interim Teacher's 
Certificate, which will be walid for two years. 

“Had Mr. Kelly taken the First Year's Course 
at the University of British Columbia as I advised 
him to do when he called on me last August, he would 
be entitled to a First Class Certificate (Interim), 
Dut this would take him another year of study. 

“fo obtain his Permanent Certificate, it will 
be neceseary for Mr. Kelly to teach for two years on 
the Interim Certificate, attend the Provincial Sumer 
School during each of the next two years, and receive 
from his then Inspector a recommendation that a 
Permanent Certificate be issued by the Provincial 
Department of Education.”

My dear Mr. Hoey: 


I sent on to our Suverintendent in British Columvia, 
Rev. dW. P. Bunt, your recent letter in which you told me that, on the 
advice of the Indian Arent, you had decided to ssk the Salvation Army 
rather than the United Church to nominate the teacher for sitselas 
in future. Mr. Bunt replied that the first intimation he had had of 
the provosed chanre was my letter, He also says that, in conversation 
With Major MacKay, he learned that the Major hed no information that 
the Salvation Army had been asked to nominate a teacher. 


Mr, Bunt foes on to say that conditions in Kitselas 
hav@ not vitally changed in the last few years and that he does not 
think that there has been any sufficient reason advanced for withdraw- 
ing from the United Church the privilege of nominatine the teacher 
for that School. Ne is of the opinion that Mr. Colwell, our new 
minister at Terrace, will be able to vive much better attention to 
the Indians st Kitselas than the Salvation Amny can sive. Mr. Bunt 
thinks that we should have been consulted before the Army was asked 
to nominate a teacher. The fact is that the Salvation Army for years 
has been trying to undermine the work of a eood many of our United 
Church Indian Missions. Mr. Bunt concludes by asking us to nominate 
Miss Ida Mt. Pearson, of Terrace, 8,C. She holds # second-class 8,C, 
certificate and has had thirty-five years' teaching experience, Miss 
Pearson is highly recommended, aud Mr. Bunt thinks that she should be 
appointed to teach the school for the academic year 1942743, If, at the end 
ft tine, it seems unwise to retain any further hold on this village, 
we micht advise Ottawa that we are withdrawing. 


Yhen you wrote me, I offered no objection to askine 
the Salvation Army to nominate 9 teacher for Kitselas, because T took 
it for eranted that Major wacKay had been consulted ond that he had been 
in touch with our Superintendent in british Columbia. I heve understood 
thet, while we have not always been in favor of Mr. Pint's going to Major 
MacKay for advice as to what teacher should be nominated, you have teken 
in the past the position that this was the prover procedure. Why has 
this procedure not been followed in connection with Kitselas? Now, IT know 
that Kitselas is not 9 very important Indian villare, but it seems to me 
that, even at this time, I should express the opinion that to make a change

In a letter of concurrent date I an 
advising you of the transfer of iirs. I.M. Wilson from 
the Kitselas Indian Day School to the Caye Mudge Indian 
Day School. as you are aware, Mrs. Wilson has been at 
Kitselas since 1937. 


In 1936 the Chief secretary of the Salvation 
Army wrote to the Department in part as follows: 


"There is no criticiam whatever of the 
present teacher but she has now been there for some 
years and a change may take place at any time. In view 
of the fact that practically all the ohildren attending 
this school are the children of Salvation army Soldiers, 
we feel that we are being reasonable when we request 
that we be granted the privilege of nominating a teacher." 


In 1940 a petition was received from the 
Kitselas Band in which they stated as follows: 


"while the United Church have no membership 
in our village, they have been permitted to supply a 
teacher for the school, but we would now ask that this 
be discontinued and that the Salvation army be allowed 
to supply a suitable teacher." 


Possibly you are aware of conditions 
existing at Kitselas and I should appreciate your ad- 
vising me as soon as possible if you consider the 
Salvation Army or the United Church should be requested 
to nominate a successor to Mrs. Wilson.

standing seems to exist in regard to this matter. A eareful 


survey of the files shows thet teorge ". Peacock, Thief 

Secretary of the Salvation Army in Canada, interviered the 
Director of this Branch on December 8, 195%. “ire Peacock, 
during the course of that interview, stated that he had no 


objection whatever to the works of the teacher then in charge 


of the “itselas School. te did feel, however, thet should 
the teacher resign at any time, the Salvation Army should 


have the privileze of nominating her successor. Mr. Peacock 


A4nformec the Director that practically all the children 
attencing the school are the children of Salvation Army 
soldiers. On Decenber 3, 1938, instructions were received 


fron the Director by the officers of the Yelfare anc Training 


Division that when a vacancy occurred et this school the 
desirability of having the Salvation Army nominate the 
teacher should be very carefully and very sympathet Leally 
reviewed, and on December °7, 1908, a letter was written to 


Mr. Peacock, in which we stated that these instructions from 


the Director would be acted upon when the nomination of a 
teacher for the .chool came up for review. 


On June ©, 1029, a petition signed by 
Chief M.C. Makay, Chief walter “right and a large number 
of Indian parents of the “44tselas Band, was received by the 
Department. In this petition they requestec a Salvation 
Army teacher for their Indian day school. The petitioners 
in their appeal statec: 


"Since all our people, with the exception 
of two families who belong to the Christian Band of Yorkers, 


are members of the Salvation Army, ve would like you to rermit 


the Salvation Army to submit to you an aoplication for a 
fully qualified teacher for this school. “hile the United 


Chureh have no membership in our villace, they have been per- 


mitted to supply teachers for the school, but we would now 
ask that this be discontinued and that in future the 
Salvation Army be allowed to supply the teacher." 


The Department was notified by Dr. Dorey, 
in a letter dated July 18, 194°, that irs. Robert *Lison 
was anxious to transfer to the Gape Mudge School, and thts 
transfer was approved in a letter dated July 21, 194°. OF

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the same date an air mail letter was sent forward to 
Indian Commissioner MacXay by Mr. Phelan. In this ceter 
Mre Phelan referred to the visit of Mr. Peacock and to the 
petition received from the Xitselas Band and asked for the 
Counissioner's comments and recommendation. On Pp 31 
Major Ma cXay replied, sending forward a copy of a letter 
received by him from fndian Agent Gillett. A copy of the 
Indian Agent's letter was forwarded to Dr. Dorey on Aurust 
4th. ‘“ajor MacKay in his letter states:- 


"I would advise that I have enquired of 
Mr. Indian Agent Gillett sand enclose his letter herewith - 
from which it appears that almost the entire reserve are 
adherents to the Salvation Army. In my opinion, therefore, 
this denomination might be recuested to nominate a teacher 
for the vaeent position." 


This letter has the printed signature of 
Major MacKay but is also signed by Inspector Colewan. It 
is just possible that Major MacKay was absent from the office 
when the letter was written. You will note, therefore, that 
Mr. Bunt {fs in error when he states that Yaior MacKay had no 
information that the Salvation Army had been asked to 
nominate a teacher. Not only was Major Mackay asked to 
express an opinion on the metter, but he was requested also 
to consult the Indian agent. 


I am personally in agreement with Mr. Bunt 
when he states that he should have been consulted before the 
Army wes asked to nominate a teacher. In this connection If 
am fully persuaded that whem Mr. Phelan wrote to Major MacKay 
on July 21 he did so with the feeling that Mejor Mackay 
would not only consult the Indian agent but the other parties, 
including ir. Bunt, interested in the nomination of the 
teacher end in the operation of the school. These misuncer- 
standings do arise, regardless of the care exercised from 
time to time, and we do attempt to exercise the utmost cure 
in dealing th these somewhat delicate matters, ‘“e are, as 
you know, working with a very limited staff here, as the 
result of enlistments, and Major MacKay has been without even 
a clerk for the last six months. 


In my sytenent it would be very unwise for 


us to accept the nomination of a teacher by the United Church 
in this case. The Salvation Army have been recuested to 
nominate a teacher and have repliec thet the necessary steps 
to do so have been taken by them and that the name and cualif- 
ications of the teacher will be sent forward in due course, 
Indeed, it 1s just possible that a teacher, nominated by the 
Salvation Army has already incurred expenses in making ready 
to take up this position at Kitselas, I feel confident ve 
shall experience the utmost difficulty in seeurtnz teachers 
for the vacant positions at our Indian day schools. Conse- 
quently, iiss Pearson will experience no difficulty whatever 
in securing a position.

I desire to refer to my letter of August 4 
and your reply of August 19, with reference to the 
sppecewens of a teacher for the Kitselas Indian Day 
School. 


Subsequent to the above correspondence we 
were advised by Indian Commissioner MacKay that 
Divisional Commander Gillingham had nominated Ad jutant 
Richard Boyes as teacher of the Kitselas School. His 
appointment was approved, effective October 1, 1%42, 
at a salary of $90.00 a teaching month, plus bonus. 


I am now in receipt of a letter from Indian 
Commissioner Mackay in which he states that Adjutant 
Boyes did not report for duty on October 1, due to 
411 health. His letter regarding his physical 
condition reads as follows: 


were you informed, prior to or since my 
acceptance by your Department, that (because I have 
what Dr. J. Scott of Zdmonton calls Neuro-circulatory 
asthenia from which I cannot expect a full recovery 
till August, 1943) I am unable at times to do any 
work at all for periods of one, two or even three 
days? In our regular work my wife can substitute for 
me, though she has never been to school. Was authority 
given for her to substitute for me during those periods 
when I could not officiate as teacher?" 


In view of the information given by Adjutant 
Boyes, I feel it would be inadvisable to insist on his

I peg to confirm my telegram of the 20th. 
to the total loss by fire of the Kitselas 
@chool and teacher's residence. 


On receipt of word respecting the fire, I 
visited Kitselas and found that the conflagration 
had been caused by an overheated stove. The fire 
took place at night when the teacher was sleeping 
and although upon awakening he did his best to 
subdue the flames the fire had already gained too 
much headway. 


The Indians cave every assistance possible. 
Everything was destroyed including the teacher's 
personal effects. 


As stated in my wire temporary arrangements 
were made to carry on the school in the United 
Church building as soon as possible. The church 
authorities however, may not care to prolong the 
present arrangement and there is no otner building 
that can be used for the purpose. As the teacher 
4s without accomodation some assistance snould be 
given towards ete | a room in the village, and 
I would suggest that $10. per month be allowed for 
this purpose.

"Supplementing the telegram of Jan. 20th re the Vanarsdol fire. 


T heard about it just efter dinner on Wednesday the 16th, word 
having been brought down by Peul Mason. He stated that Percy Gladstone 
ed immediate medical care, and T made immediate preparations to take Dr. lills 
by speeder. But there was none in town, so eventually I had to walk ag inst 
t at winter wind. 


I found P.G. in bed at Nekenzie’s. He was still a bit weak but had 
gotten over a chill from exposure that night. He stated that the first 
sign of fire was the smoke that awakened him about 12:0 aeme (mot 1:70 ain.) 
only an hour or so after returning from basketball. At thet time the fire ! 
the heat r was diminishing. On coming down he saw smoke issuing from the 
Ve-jJoint cedar lining just to the north of the front entrance. He smashed 
the wall in with an axe and immediately burst into flame. Seeing that i 
was beyond control even by this time, he hurried upsteirs to rescue some 
effects. o0 strong was the smoke by this time, that it aluost overpowered 
him, as he drew in a breath. He managed to save the register of the school 
which he ha¢ brought into the living quarters, and then went eut and collapsed 
in the snow about 70 yards from the house in the direction of the river. He 
had on only his pajamas, which was his only article saved from the fire. He 
must have stayed there 15-20 mirutes end wes picked up by Fidie Peak, one 
of the village Indians, as he came to fight the fire. They rescued only 
the school table . Percy came down to us on Thursday and is leaving tonight. 
The poor boy feels he has nowhere to go now nor a place to call his own, so 
we just let him stay as lorg as he wanted. 


Mr, Collison was up, and thinks new buildings ought to be erected 
more suitable than the last. He also suggests use of the church. I think 
there ouvht to be some rental, as there is the wear and tear on the building 
et least. ‘he Salvation Army were willing to let him use their hall until 
@ new school etc. was built. he Indians gave him almost a complete outfits 
suit, sox, shirts and underwear. We had a few things for him and there wer 
some other articles given us for him. He expects to start teaching on 
Wednesday of this week. 


Percy is not sure how the fire started. It seemed to be from the 
chimney at ‘he point where the stovepipe enters the brick, and to have spread 
from there. Y have done what I could to look after everything there and I 
trust there will be greater appreciation among the people of the school etce 
They asked to have Percy retained as the teacher."

Rev. Sir: 


I have your letter of the 3lst ultimo, en- 
closing an extract from a communication which you received 
from Rev. H. T. Allen regarding the destruction by fire of 
the Kitselas Indian Day School building. 


In this connection I have to inform you that 
the Department was advised by -r. Agent Collison regarding 
thie matter ond that he was erranging for the temporary 
use of the United Church building in which to carry on 
the school work. He wae inetructec to »srrenge for the 
purchase locally of the necessary classroom esuipment, 
with the exception of desks. The Department te pleased 
that the Church authorities will place the church build- 
ine at ite disposal until such time as a new school building 
can be erected. Our Estimates for the next fiscal year 
have been cut to such an extent that it will not be possible 
during the coming fiscal year to provide the expenditure 
required in the erection of @ new combined school and 
teacher’s residence. It 1s hoped, therefore, that the 
use of the church for school purposes will be continued 
for an indefinite period. Should a aimeall rental be 
required, the Department micht favourably consider pay- 
ment of same. 


A The loss occasioned the teacher by the 

/ deetruction during the fire of his clothing and other 
effects is regretted. It will not be possible, however, 
for the Department to reimburse him for any loss.

In further reference to your letter of the 
2let ultimo, relative to the construction of a combined 
day school and teacher's residence on the Kitselas Reserve, 
and with special reference to the furniture for the res- 
idence and equipment required for the classroom and heating, 
I would eay that this Department has taken over the buildings 
and equipment of the Lakelse Hatchery from the Fisheries 
Department. We understand that the mess-house contains a 
emall quantity of plain furniture, linoleum «nd a few 
niecellaneous articles; a good cook stove with hot water 
boiler and certain other equipment; and that, in the base- 
gent, there is a McClary hot air furnace, complete with hot 
and cold air pipes. 


I have therefore to request that, when the 
budlding is ready, you will arrange to have the furnace re- 
moved from the mess-house at the hatchery and installed in 
the school building. When the building ie ready, you should 
also remove any furnishinge and equipment that would be 
useful in the residence and school. The Department would 
pay any costes involved in having the furnace, stove and 
other furnishings removed to the new echool building.

You will note that the Salvation Army is 
prepared to pay 50% of the monthly rental, the Vepart- 
ment to pay the other $1.50 each month and installation 
costs amount to approximately $25.00. In view of the 
circumstances I concur in Mr. 4nfield's recommendation 
and would ask the Department to approve the installation.

At Kitselas we have a Day School with an average 
attendance of between 12 and 15. There are about +5 people 
living in the village all told. Access to this village is 
difficult at any time. Present modes of travel to Kitselas 
are by railroad from Prince Rupert to Kitselas and to walk 
up the track about 3 miles to the Indian village the other 
way is by road from Terrace to Copper ferry and t, walk up 
the track about 5 miles. 


The teacher at Kitselas is an unmarried Sal- 
vation Ar Officer and she has been a bit disturbed at 
having to live alone without a means of communication with 
the outside. Recently this village came down with a very 
serfous outbreak of flu and as the ferry service was frozen 
out, it was some time before we received word of conditions 
in the village. Arrangements were made at once to send a 
Doctor into these people and Dr. Macdonald sent a Field 
Nurse up there for a few days this week-end. 


It 14s recommended that a telephone be placed 

in this village so that a direct communication can be had 

with the exchange at Terrace. The Dominion Government Tel- 

egraph Service have been approached and have agreed to put 
this line in provided that the village people supply the 
poles and look after the line men as to board and room for 

3 days. I have consulted with Brigadier Gillingham of the 

Salvation Army and he authorizes me to state that his organe 

{zation will pay 50% of the monthly rental of $3.00 for the 

hone, if and when installed. It is, therefore, recommended 
ti) that the Department make available a sum of $25.00 for 
installation costs.

-The 
alternative suggested by Mr. Anfield, involv g the 
provision of oil heaters, is not considered desirable in 
view of the uncerteinty of fuel oil supplies and the avail- 
ability of wood fuel in the district. 


Although no specific provision is made in the 
Estimates for this work, I wotild recommend that the Depart- 
ment endeavour to make funds available by transfer, if 
necessary, and that the tender of Thom Sheet Metal Ltd. for 
$659.00 be accepted.

We herewith submit our report em the furnace at the 
Indian Seheel, Kitselas, B. C., as fellews: 


1. Om being dismantled, this furnace was found te 
be Badly burmed eut and beyend repair. 

2. There was found to be a shortage of cold air 
return to the furmace which tended te slew dewn the 
warm air eirculation. This let the furnace get 
te such a heat that it ceuld easily have set fire 
te the building and yet insufficient heat was 
getting inio the scheel. 

The warm aad cold air ducts were actually reversed 
frem the eerrect metned. The warm air was ceming 
up aleng the side of the buildings with the windews 
and the oold air the eppesite side. This procedure 
sheuld be exactly the reverse fer preper efficiency. 


We strengly recemmend te balance up the celd air and 
install eme new warm air register, as the present set-up 
weuld, in all prebability, burn eut a new furnace the first 
winter, should the Department decide to install ene. 


The schoel teachers residence weuld appear to be in 
goed shape. Trusting we may be ef further service to you,

I have the honour to notify you that I have 
received Miss Kemp's verbal resignation of her position 
as teacher at the above mentioned school, but am still 
awaiting written confirmation. When this reaches me, 

I will notify you. 


In the meantime I have received an applicae 
tion for this position from J.R.A.Gell (late Capt.-Adjt. 
C.E.F.) which is strongly endorsed by Archbishop F.H.du 
Vernet. 


Copies of this application and the Arche 
bishop's recommendation are enclosed herewith, for your 
information. 


Although I do not know Mr. Gell personally, 
I conclude from the Archbishop's recommendation that he 
is a man most suitable for Kitwanga. I feel sure that 
a married man residing on the Reserve and living amongst 
the Indians will do much for thelmwelifare, and that it 
will help to elevate them morally and in every other 
respect. 


Added to this is the fact that Mr. Gell is 
well educated, of sensible age, used to the control of 
men of all kinds, is obviously versatile, and used to 
varying conditions of life. His wife, also, being well 
educated and capable would be of immense use, and I feel 
sure that two such people would exert a good influence 
and do much good amongst the Indians in general.

He has been many 
years in this country and is good at farming, carpentering, 
etc. but the war has left him weaker and so he is not able 
for hard manual work. He is 46. His wife is a weil 
educated Irish woman, very anxious to do missionary work 
among the Indians. They have two children 13 and ll. 


If the Indian Department appoints him I am 
willing to give them the free use of our Kitwanga Mission 
House adjoining the School House in return for the good 
influence which I hope they will exert upOn the Indians. 
At least, I offer this for one year to try them. 


I understand that Mrs. Gell is a very capable 
woman and she might possibly act as field matron in the 
Kitwanga village. These Indians certainly need some one to 


look after them and give t..em a little kindly advice 
hygienically and morally.

Two other resignations of ‘'eachers nave 
occurred during tnis year in this Agency, and 
in each case resignation was made at the end of 
September 1921, and, in only one case was noti- 
fication sent to me at the close of the Senool 
Year 1920-21, and no such consideration was 
shown tor tne work of the Department as in tne 
case ot ‘iss Kemp and her resignation. 


ise Kemp inrormed me, durbng my visit 
to Kitwanga in vune tnat she intended resign- 
-ing ner position at tne end ot the School 
year, but 1 received no tormal written notice 
trom her until I requested her to do BO ina 
letter dated August 30th. Subsequently, 
tr Inspector Cairns informed me that wiss Kemp 
had told him of her intention to resign at the 
end of the year, in order to allow the Depart- 
ement time to appoint anotner teacher at the 
commencement of tne new term, and year, in 
September. sr Cairns told me that Miss 
Kemp had been in the employ of the vepartment 
as teacher tor over 10 years and had done very 
good work assisting the women in cases of sick- 
-ness where a woman's attention is imperative. 

In her resignation, “iss Kemp expressed 
her willingness to continue to do what she could 
in cases of sickness amongst tne women and in 
aseisting in the dispensing of medicines to her 
old pupils. 


Although Miss semp did not actuaily teach 
school during the montns of July and August, she 
is, in my opinion, entitled to payment for these 
two months equally as much as the other teachers 
ot the Indian Day Scnools in this Agency, wno 
received their tull quarters salary for the 
quarter ending September 1921. 


It appeare to me poor consolation tor such 
a devoted servant to tne Department that “virtue

Ac I have recommended above that the Devartment consider 
closing this school, I would ask that 4 check be kept on 
the reports of attendance durine the school vear starting 
in September, 1933.

Wherever I visit Indian reservations, if there is any 
complaint about teachers, the Indians at once let me hear 
all about their complaint. Such complaints have never been 
made by the parents of Kitwange. More than this,-there is 
not a reservation in this diocese with which I have anything 
to do, where there is such harmony on the part of all as there 
ie here, this was not the case before Mr. Flores took charge. 


While I know the department expects the teacher paid by 
it to be efficient as a teacher, I still believe the department 
would be pleased to know that he was also a good moral and 
religeous influence in the community. Ur. Flicres is 
eminently that. 


Something can be done with paint to make the school look 
brighter, this we are quite willing to do. As for the lack 
of cleaniiness to which Mr. Barry refers. I can only say that 
I am assured that the school has always been swept out twice a 
day and sometimes oftener. That is a matter however which can 
be easily righted. 


As to Mr. Flores french accent, I can only say that he 
is not French, but he has an accent. I heard him give an 
address to the natives thf@ other night, and I am sure he was 
clearly understood by everyone who understood English at all, 
and in listening to him teaching yesterday, there was not the 
slightest difficulty along that line. 


Mr. Barry himself has his limitations. His brusque 
manner has been complained of to me by several teachers, the 
children poses worried by it and not able to show their best 
worke I @m also convinced that he is unfairly prejudiced against 
Mre Flores, whom I consider one of our finest and most efficient 
mene 


I would like you to write to the very efficient and 
level-headed Indian agent at Hazelton, asking his opinion about 
school matters in Kitwanza. He is interested in Ur. Flores 
and is ready to help hin in every possible way he cane 


I consider it would be a real misfortune if any change 
were made in the Indian day school at Kitwanga. 


Trusting that you will give weight to the opinion of one 
who has for many years had a vitel interest in the natives of 
Northern BeCe, both as to their material, moral and spiritual 
welfare, and who would hesitate to recommend anything which would 
not be a real help in such things.

I beg to acknowledge recéipt of your 
letter of October 24th regarding the report of School 
Inspector Barry with reference to the Rev. Henry Flores, 
Indian Day School Teacher at Kitwanga. 

after careful perusal of Inspector Barry's 
report on this school, may I be permitted to say that, 
in all fairness to Mr. Flores, conditions were very un- 
favourable on the day of inspection. Only four very 
young pupils were then in attendance, the majority 
having gone with their parents to the Coast Canneries. 
Naturally the teacher was greatly embarrassed and the 
four little children were nervous at the prospect of a 
school examination, which resulted in the examination 
being a partial failure. Therefore Inspector Barry 
was unable to see if any progress had been made since 
his previous visit on October 19th, 1931. 

When Mr. Flores took over this school no 
doubt the children found that his Englieh was difficult 
to understand, the cause of same being that the children 
who attended this school were all young and had no know= 
ledge of English prior to their admittance. Quite a 
number of the older children of the village were in the 
Edmonton Residential School, some of whom now attend the 
Kitwanga School. 

Since Inspector Barry's inspection of this 
school I have made several visits and spent some time 
with Mr. Flores in going through each grade and I am 
pleased to say a great improvewent is noticed when all 
the children are in attendance. These visits will be 
continued during the winter and reports made accordingly. 

Mr. Flores is greatly liked by the Indians 
of Kitwanga and is doing good work amongst them. 

Regarding the cleanliness of the school 
yeti singys coat of paint inside would considerably add 
to the cleanliness of same. The floors are often scrubbed. 

In conclusion may I say that if Inspector 
Barry could visit this Agency at a more opportune time 
of the year = say November or April - I am of opinion 
that a better regport would be submitted by the Inspector 


on the Kitwanga School.

I have for scxnovledement your letter of the “5th 
ultimo, in which you express 4 desire to secure specific 
information with respect to our velfare progr mme and the 
relationship of this progr mme to Indian cupils imnedtiately 
follorins the completion of the reguler sehool course. 


The departmental cireular of January °S, 1947, 
was an introductory circular, sent out in the hope that tt 
would establish a point of contact betreen the officials 
here and the teachers in charce of our Indian day and res- 
idential s¢hools. It wes our hone, also, that the *eachers 
vould reply to the commnicsation giving us « brief outline 
or loeal conditions and the difficulties confronting them. 
I am glad to be sable to state that the majority of the 
teachers have communicated with us from time to time anc 
have forwarded many helpful suggestions. It was not our 
intention, nor {s it our intention nor, to sen out these 
cireuler letters regul:rly. “e have not, st the central 
office, a staff thet woulc enable us to undertake such & 
task. In addition to this, Indian srents, under the direct- 
fon of Indian inspectors, ore responsible for depsrtuental 
administration on the reserves. These men sre notified of 
any changes thet may take place in departuental roliecy from 
time to time. In the outlying districts, of course, it may 
be excecdinecly difficult for fan agents to kee» in close 
contact vith the teachers in charge of our schools, but the 
majority of agents attempt to do 380. 


It is exceedin ly diffieult to submit a brief 
sumuary of the departmental velfare  rogramme. At this dete, 
a-proximately one-third of tie Indian population in Canada 
are in recei>t of relief. This condition is due, in purt, 
to drought conditions in “estern Cannda, pr rtieulerly in the 
province of Saskntchewan, ané to the difficulty experienced 
by Indians in securin¢ trapping and fishiny arens free from 
the competition of white tre pers no white fishermen. Last 
year, hovever, in addition to the genersl elfure approp- 
riation of sa oproximately one sillion dollars, °150,900.9 
was set epart ss a speetal rehabilitation anproprintion. 
This money has been spent in an attempt to clesr Tan’, build 
houses, purehase fara machinery ond trapping leases and in 
an attempt to purehase horses and ecuipment for Indian 
pupils who have completed their courses at our schools. It 
4s encouraging to note that, despite prevailing economic 
cond!*ions, the progracme has been, on the vhole, very 
successful. Consideration hes also been given to a health 
programe, designee to restriet and ultimate'y ersticate 
the ravages of tuberculosis amongst the members of our

Indian pupils who have obtaince creditable 
stending on their Entrance Exaninations and who are in good 
physicrl condition are eligible for depsrtnental tuition 
grents, vhich grants enable then to proceed with either the 
refular high sehovl courses or soecial vocational courses. 

A large number of Indian pupils throughout the Dominion take 
advantace of these tuition grants from ye:r to yeur. This 
year, by vsy of experiment, “e have sent a group.of girls 
YTancing in age betveen 16 and °f, to 2 vocational school st 
Ste. Martine, “uebec. At this school these virls vill be 
given « special course in hanéloom veaving, handicraft work, 
domestic seience, sanit: tion, ctc. Arrangenents hive also 
been completed {tn the Superintendent of “tional Parks, 
hereby a group of boys, rradustes of our residentisl schools, 
will proceed to these parks this spring ond teke up a tro 
yeer course, thus qualifying to become nitive cuides. A few 
months ago, ve entered into nefotintions vith tie management 
of the Canadian National and Canadien Psetfic dining car 
service :n¢é with the sutomobile manufacturers in Canada, in 
the hope that positions mtrnt be secured for a number of 
Indien boys. In view of the fact, hovever, that thousands 
of fully cualifiec white boys are seeking such sositions, 
our negotLations, while -till open, have not provec very 
successful. 


In your letter you refer to 4 regulation 
preventing Indian pupils from proceeding vith high sehool 
studies. I have no knowledge of any such regulution. This 
does not sean, of course, that all Indian pupils who apply 
for tuition grants succeed in their recvest. The s prope 
riation for this work 1s somewhat limited, owing to tie 
steadily multi. lying demands for relief allo ances. Then, 
too, it is often difficult to secure for Indian boys an sirls 
accommodation in towns with high school facilities where their 
conduct and general moral elfare woule be uncer the clrect 
supervision of responsible indivicuals. I am not at the 
moment fully convinced tht the regular high sehool course 
is the sourse that Indian pupils shoul: be encourage to 
proceed vith. I am rather dnelined to think thst they should 
be encouraged to taxe up courses in Diesel enrineering, 
nuto meechanies and carpentry work. Boys who tuxe these 
courses experience less difficulty in securing employment 
than the boys or sirls who have rocecded witn the sede te 
course. 


The files here do not indleate thnt you have 
sent in © recvest for a tuition grant at any time in recent 
years. If you have done 80, however, and tie grant hes been 
refused, I .oule be glac to be supplied vith full p rtie- 
ulars. 

IT notice thet it has been the »olic of the 


Tepyrtment es. 
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Department in the past to allow a certain number of punils 
from your istrict to procecd to the residential sehool at 
Edmonton. This matter was carefully reviewed about six 
months ago and o deeision reached that, in future, pupils 
would not be permittec to attend sehools outsice the 
province of Pritish Columbia. It 1s ny understanding thet 
the Indian Commissioner, the Indian Agent and the Principal 
of the residential schol at fdmonton have been informed 

of this decision. 


In circuler letter already referre: to, I 
expressed the hope that provision would be made for « certain 
amount of vocational instruction at all our sehools. The 
recuests for vocational supolies reaching the Department 
from day to day »oule indleate that « majority of our 
teachers sre making »rovision for sueh courses. The Indian 
pundils oe peur to be cee ly interested in these new assignee 
ments. 


I have «ritten at considerable len; th in the 
ho-e that I sight be able to remove any ufsun‘erstand ing 
thot may exist in respect to the attenots tht re being 
made by the Depurtment to ork out * elfare crogra ime 
desiene? to sricusally re-establish the Indian population 
of the Dominion on a satisfactory ane self-supporting 
basis.

There are now some thirty seven children at the school 
or at least on the school roll, with a number of small children to 
come when the parents are 11 back in the village. Mr. Hayhurst 
is very good in Manual Training and with the actual academic work 
of the Primary Grades. You will remember he did this work at 
Lakalsap, and also acted as Disnenser there.

22nde The report would indicate that the matter of the employ- 
ment of Mr.e John Hayhurst in some capacity in connection with 
the school has been taken up with the Department by lireliallinson, 
and possibly by the Rt. Reve Bishop Rix. 


The Department will have on file my letter of August 
25th, wherein I advised that Inspector Barry was unable to 
recommend Mr. Hayhurst for any position in the service at 
Kitwanga. As a result, however, of his recent inspection of the 
school Capt. Barry is now of the opinion that lire Hayhurst would 
be quite helpful as Assistant Teacher and recomiends his appoint- 
ment as suche Promises may have been made by the Church to 
Mir. and Mrs. Hayhurst regarding the employment of lire Hayhurst 
in some such capacity, otherwise it is difficult to understand 
why they would wish to leave the Lakalsap school, where their 
departmental income was in excess of the salary paid at Kitwangae 


As the Department is understood to have paid Mirse 
Shearman « small monthly sun as Field Matron at sitwanga, no 
doubt the Indians will look for similar services from Mr. and Mrs. 
Hayhurst. Lioreover, the Inspector considers lir. Hayhurst could 
do good work in lianual Training and the actual academic work or 
the primary grades. Under these circwastances I am prepared to 
endorse the recommendation of employment of Mr. Hayhurst as 
Assistant Teacher.

I have for acxnowledgment your letter 
of the 7th instant and also copies of correspondence 
relating to the above-noted subject, sent forrard 
thererith. 


In view of the salary schedule now in 
force in 8. which was approved by you a few reeks 
ago, I found She recoasendation for an increase itn the 
salary of ‘rs. Saegeees sozewhat disturbing. In this 
connection it would appear that a mistake wes made 
when irs. Buddrus was granted a monthly allowance as 
medicine dispenser without first referring the matter 
to you. However, this decision was not reached by the 
officials of the “elfare and Training Pivision but was 
probably reached by an offictal who has little, if any, 
information on the attempts we have been making to bring 
about a unifors meer 8 geeeewse at the Indian day schools 
of British Columbia. ayment of allowances for the 
dispensing of os lly - or work ordinarily undertaken 
by officers who are described as field matrons is not a 
matter that comes within the jurisdiction of this Pivis- 
fon. However, I have today discussed the recommendation 
contained in tne last poceesers of your letter with the 
officer in charge of Personnel. We are agreed that in 
view of all the circunstances it might be advisable to 
allow Mrs. Hayhurst the sum of £15.00 a month for the 
dispensing of drugs. Vouchers covering this amount 
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might be sent forward from month to month. 


I must state, hovever, that I am rapidly 
coming to the conclusion that éay school teachers 
should be paid a stated salary snd that this salary 
should be based, not only on their classroom cuties 
and resp nsibilities, but upon other services that may 
be performed on the reserve, such as dispensing drugs, 
the organization of women's ciubs, the visiting of 
homes, etc. In other words, IT Gu disposed to think 
that our teachers should be classified, not as teachers, 
put as Welfare and Training officers. these teachers, 
in ay husble judgment, should be permanent Civil 
Servants and should be employed oa our reserves for 

Lf£ months in the year, less the regular Civil Service 
holidays. they should be paic a salary that would 
attract ambitious young men and women of ability, 
particularly uen, to take up this work. In the mean- 
time and until such « decision is reached, vould it 

be possible for you to work out a salary schedule in 
British Coluebia for next year which would incluée 
remuneration for the services f have enumerated and 
others that might be ajcdec? =I appreciate, of course, 
very fully the liaited time at your disposal to undéer- 
take such a task, but I do feel that such action vould 
ve @ substantial step forvard toward our ultimate 
objective. 


A word in conclusion - It is noted that 
the allowance granted irs. Buddrus wes granted oa the 
reco;amendation of the Indian agent. It might help us 
here if Indian agents were definitely instructed to 
refer such matters to you. The members of our staff 
are chancing so constantly in this critical seriod 
that it is exceedingly difficult for recently appointed 
men to keep abreast of all the decisions and under- 
standings reached a few years &g0-

Hayhurst be allowed the sum of $15.00 
per month for his services. It is considered that this 
allowance should be entirely separate to that allowed Mrs. 
Hayhurst for her services as teacher, and I would ask 
you to please confirm that it will be in order for the 
Indien Agent to submit vouchers payable to Mr. Hayhurst. 


That portion of your letter dealing with the class- 
ification of teachers and revision of their salaries 
accordingly will be dealt with in a future comunication 
@s soon as possible. 


With reference to the concluding paragraph of Mr. Hoey's 
letter, I would advise that all agents throughout this 
Province have already been instructed that all questions 
dealing with personnel are to be submitted through this 
office, but there have been occasions when Agents ignore this 
ruling when they anticipate opposition from here to their 
recommendation.

Further in the matter of a plece of residence for Miss Skatfeld, 
teacher at the Kitwanga Indian Day School, please be aivised that I re- 
ceived permission from Bishop Gibson for Miss Skatfeld to occupy a room 
at the Mission House. On her return from the Easter Vacation, Miss 
Skatfeld went to the Mission House to which the Missionary and his 
wife, Mr. and Mrs. Hayhurst had returned in the interim, and met with 
considerable unpleasentness. It would appear that Mre. Hayhurst had 
hoped to be reemployed as teacher at Kitwanga and Mr. Hayhurst is most 
annoyed about the appointment of ‘irs. Gregg as Field Matron at Kitwania. 
The situation is such that it would be quite impossi>le from Miss Skate 
feld to live under the same roof as the Hayhursts. She is boarding at 
Kitwanga at present on a very temporary basis and it is urgently nec- 
essary that some place of residence be made available to her without 
delay. To this end I have spoken to Arthur McDames,an Indian who owns 
a fairly presentable three room house at Kitwanga which he would rent 
on @ basis of $10 a month. ‘ome interior redecoration would be required 
and Arthur McDames would agree to this in liew of rent up to $60 which 
sum should be sufficient . It would be appreciated if you would auth- 
orise this arrangement as a purely temporary expedient as I feel that 
it is the only alternative to closing the school. Miss Skaftfeld is 
doing excellent work at Kitwanga and should be retained for as lon: 
as possible. ‘hen it was contemplated that she might move to Kitwanc ol 
I received a petition from the Kitwanga Natives urging her retention 
and emphasizing the progress that the children were making. 


If this house is rented it will be necessary to make use of some 
articles of furniture from the School House at hitwancool.
